I visited the new building which was erected 
during the fall and carly winter, and I believe it very 
suitable for our purposes. There is considerable still 
to be done, however, before school can be conducted 
there, as follows:-

Levelling the grounds and Fenoing. 
Chemical toilets for teachers.

The ladies of the Nardene Order, who are respon- 
sible for the teaching at this school, also requested that 
we provide a summer kitchen at the back. After the 
building is occupied, the need for this will be better 
determined. I believe the Department should seriously 
consider purchasing a few more feet at the back of the 
building, to take in a rather low spot there. This could 
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be fenced so that cattle would not get into it, and we 
should consider draining it. I looked at the contour of 
the land behind and I believe that the draining would be 
comparatively inexpensive. New desks are not required, 
as the ones now in use can be sanded and varnished and 
moved over. 


To properly prepare the building and grounds 
for school purposes will require a considerable outlay 
and I propose to place an item in the Estimates for the 
coming fiscal year. Of course, there are no funds at 
the present time for the purpose, and, anyway, for some 
reason or other, the teachers are not in a hurry to move 
to their new quarters.

I was requested to make enquiry regarding the 
delay in opening the new Wikwemikong Indian Day School 
erected by the Department two years ago and stiil unused. 
There has been dissatisfaction on the part of the Church 
officials with the location of the school as being too far 
from the Chapel. The old school is just across the road 
from the Chapel while the new one is less than half a mile 
distant. This undoubtedly has been an influence in keeping 
the teachers’ from taking up residence in the new building. 
There are other objections, however, which until remedied 
prevent the school being used by pupils or teachers, namely, 
lack of accommodation - no toilet facilities have been 
provided for 90 pupils, 2 teechers and housekeeper. There 
is no water available so far and no cupboards or shelves in 
the kitehen. The grounds should be levelled and the lot 
fenced. If the necessary funds are not available to make 
these additions, I would recommend that the classrooms be 
opened, the teachers to remain in residence in the old 
building in the meantime. The Indians are anxious to have 
the new school opened for the pupils and it ought to be, the 
old building is not only unsuitable but dangerous in the event 
of fire or windstorn. efinite steps should be taken to have 
the new classrooms opened at the beginning of the September 
term.

I am in receipt of Departmental Letter No. I9-6-5 
of the TOth instant, with further reference to the work 
authorized in Official Letters of August I0th and 
September I7th in connection with the new Wikwemikong 
Indian Day School, I have the honour to report that 
the work authorized by the Department has been completed 
and the school has been removed to the new building. 


School Files. 
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A well has been Gug and a pump has been placed beside 
the sink in the teacher's living quarters with a pipe from 
well so that the water can be pumped into the sink vithout 
going outside, Twe new large toilets have been erected, 
one for the boys and one for the girls, and the sanitary 
toilet hae been installed in the basement. Shelves have 
been placed in the store room in connection with t teacher's 
living Quarters and the cloak rooms have been completed and 
equipped with hooks for the accommodation of the pupils. 
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after the pump in the kitchen was installed it was found 
that there was not any drainage system to carry the water 
away from the sink. In order to have proper drainage I had 
to send to Owen Sound for sewer pipe to carry the refuse 
water from the sink across the basement floor and under the 
wall to a cesspool .I was forced to install. 


All the work authorized by the Department has bec& 
completed, and all the classroom equipment and furniture 
forxthe teacher's living quartere have been moved to the 
new building,and the classroom work is conducted in the 
the new quarters during the current week.

MEMORANDUM: 
Mr. Pedley, - 


The industrial school at Wikwemikong has been closed 
and moved to Spanish River. As there are & large number of 
children aviee in the village of Wikwemikong for whom a school 
should be provided, the Department intends to continue the day 
school there, which was formerly held in the industrial school 
building. The Department has been in communication with Mr. 
Agent McLeod who states that the Rev. Father Desautels, who 
is acting for the church, demands a rent of $20.00 a month 
for the use of the building and that the church authorities 
insist that an agreement should be made between them and the 
Department before the Department takes possession of the 
building. They are either willing to rent or sell. The 
building needs repairs and refurnishing, as they were allowed 
to remove the desks to Spanish River. 


After careful examination of the old records I do not 
see that the church has any title to the property under which 
they could claim rent. They have been using a certain portion 
of the land in the village for mission and school purposes, 
but, as they have given up the school, I consider that the 
Lit tare used for that purpose reverts to the band. Father 
Deseutels claims that the school and dependents are built on 
land ceded by the Indians for the use of the Missionaries. 

I think that any concession made years ago to the missionaries 
was on condition that they should maintain a mission and school. 
As the school has been abandoned they lose any claim they ever 
had to the property. 


t 6) 
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The school is now closed awaiting settlement. 
The teacher is under s®lary and school material and supplies 
will have to be furnished before it can be opened. I think 
it well, as I am going to Spanish River and Sault Ste. Marie, 
to interview Father Desautels and find out on what he bases 
his claim for compensation for the use of the building. It 
would not be well for the Department to enter into an agree- 
ment recognizing their title to the property, as it has never 
been surrendered and they have simply been granted use for 
certain purposes. There is no doubt that the Department has 
a perfect tight to take possession of the building, as it has 
contributed $8,000.00, as shown by the papers on file towards 
its erection and it is built on unsurrendered land. I consider 
that Father Desautels is endeavouring to obtain recognition 
of their claim to the land, which does not exist. The opening 
of the school in thie building would not interfere with any 
valid claim the church might have for compensation, but until 
they can show that they have such claim there is no reason 
why they should be allowed to virtually close the school.

I called on Mr. Agent McLeod that night 
and he arranged to drive me over to Wikwemikong on 
Sunday. We spent the day there and I am pleased to 
say that I arrived at a satisfactory arrangement 
with Father Desautels, the priest in charge, in regard 
to the occupancy of the old school building for the 
day school on the reserve. Miss Duhamel was there 
and ready to assume her duties as soon as this matter 
was settled. I may say that owing to the good offices 
of Father Dugas, who gave me a letter of introduction 
to Father Desautels, I had very little trouble in 
arriving at & satisfactory settlement. We are to have 
the use of as much of the building as we require for 
school purposes free of cost. As I was authorized to 
see that the building was made confortable for the 
teacher, we took one of the large rooms and had it fitted 
up as a living room for Mise Duhamel and her helper. 

I instructed Mr. MoLeod to order the number of desks 
required for this school from the BE. N. Moyer Co., 
Toronto, and I saw them on my way down in reference to 
the shipment.

Letter No, 1986-5 of the 10th instant to the effect that 
the Department has been inffrmed that a porch is required 
for the kitchen at Wikwemikong Indian School, and that the 
furnace in not working properly, as it does not heat one 
of the classrooms, I have to teport that during wintere 
past there has been a storm door on the kitchen, but the 
teacher would like to have a porch over the door, A suitable 
orch built on a new foundation with a floor, one that can 
Be removed during the warm weather, and again set up in cold 
weather, will cost approximately $25.00.

The teacher complains that at times the furnace 
emokes, and is not working properly. I ha’ examined this 
furnace and found that the chimney, pipe and furnace 4ze 
kept clean, and seeme to be in perfect working orde: 
only reason I can account for smoke in the classroo is 
that the chimney is to low for sufficient draught. I believe 
if the chimney is extended two feet higher it would give 
the furnace more draught and stop the smoke from backing up 
in the basement and classroom en the wind is from the 
north, The chimney is a high structure and in order to 
add another two feet in will be costly as it will require 
a lot of labour and material in erecting scaffolding to 
reach the top for men to work in extending it higher. 

I consider the cost of material and labour in having 
this chimney buibtdup two feet higher will amount to $25.00 
or $30.00, but I believe that it would be wise to have this 
work sarried out as it is the only remedy to stop the furnace 
from smoking .

I toldthe furnace fitter 
this and he explained ,how,.on account of the arrangement of the too long stretal 
of pipes etc.they could not function prpperly nor could it be remedied. The furs 
furnace, he said if placed in a different place, would he believed, heat half the 
building. 

The parents have been, and are compleining that the children are cold and it is 
with good reason. Poor tots ar poorly clad it adds to their misery, 

I have a suggestion. yes. more... & request... that a chimney be builfat the front

On my return to th ault I have found your 
letter of April 26th regarding the tefish Falls combined 
school and have made some enquiries. Our missionary in 
charge and his wife, Mrs. Stump, are of the opinion that the 
attendance in the fall at this school will probably be in- 
creased by at least ten Indian children. During the past 
year they report that the attendance hes been bad for several 
reasons. 


CANADA 
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The reasons which they refer to are as follows: 

1. There has been a great lack of work and this hes 
caused the parents to wove about from place to plece taking 
their children with them. 

Be Several of the children have reached the age of 
thirteen or fourteen and have stayed away from school because 
they feel too old There is no truant officer and I am told 
that the Indian Agent never visits the school. 

5. Many children have been kept at home owing to lack 
of clothing. 

4. In a year's time it is expected that a number of 
small children at home will be of scho age. 
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I gather that under normal conditions the 
school attendance should within another year be considerably 
improved. 


I do sincerely hope that the Department is not 

going to let us down after havin; encouraged us to spend a 
very lerge auount of money on building a really good school 
where the white and Indian children can be taught together. 

It was definitely stated at the time thet the Department would 
inere.se its grant in order that there might be @ surplus each 
yeer in order to help pay for the school in time. Surely the 
Department is not going to let us down after less than 4 year. 
I notice that in your letter of August 30th last you definitely 
say that, "In the event of the Anglican Church authorities 
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erecting a two-room school making adequate provision in this 

building for both the Treaty Indian children and the a 

BEsste, the Department will increase its allowance of 4600 to 
@ year", 


May I venture to add that I hope you will 
not pay too much attention to what the Indien Agent says 
on this matter because I had oceasion a few months ago 
to report him to the Department in connection with slack- 
ness in another Indian mission on Manitoulin Islend, and 
it is probable that he does not feel well disposed towards 
us on that account, although a reference to my letter will 
show that I delayed taking action until I could no longer 
avoid it. 


I will make further enquiries with a view 
to sending you the names and ages of all the Indian and 
half-breed children in the mission and will communicate 
with you again when I receive a reply.

I learned from the agent's repcrt that there were compar- 
atively few Indian pupils in attendance at the Whitefish 
Falls School. 


For a number of years the Do ion Government 
followed a somewhat liberal policy with respect to the 
education of half-breed children. In view of the fact, 
however, that the Indian pupil population of Canada is now 
inereasing at the rate of approximately 300 per annum, the 
Government has been compelled to review the claims of half- 
breed children. & letter, approved by the Minister and 

December 10, 1937, was sent out to inspectors, 

and principals of residential schools. I am 

herewith a copy of this letter for Your Lordship's 

It is scarcely necessary to state that there 
are still in the Dominion a number of districts in which 
a. has not yet been made for the education of Indian 
r) ren. 


It is just possible that a misunderstanding 
exists with respect to the construction of the school at 
Whitefish Fall I was not aware at any time that the Depart~ 
ment encouraged the church authorities to proceed with the 
erection of a school at that point. We did, however, very 
definitely pr an increased grant if such a school were 
constructed, on the understanding that ‘approximately 25 child- 
ren for whose education the Department was responsible would 
be enrolled at the institution. 


Halfbreed children are, of course, Seger | 
the responsibility of the provincial governmen This applies 
also to enfranchised Indians. Un there is a steady in- 
cre in the number of Indian pup at the Whitefish Falls 
School, it is altogether likely that our right to pay the 
present grant will be challenged by the Auditors.

I am writing on behalf of the Bishop of Algoma 
in regard to the school et Whitefish Falls. 


You will recall that a grant of $1,000.00 4@ year 
was given to this school some time ago, in consideration 
of the fact that a large part of its pupilage was Indian, 
This grant, supplemented by one from the Ontario 
Department of Education, was to assist in the 
payment of the two teschers and in the reduction of the 
debt on the school. The grant was withdrawn last 
summer, much to our disappointment and the financial 
embarrassment of the school. 
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The reason for the withdrawal of the grant was 
a report from the Indian Agent that only one legitimate 
Indian child was attending the school at that time, I 
have just received a copy of the report for the last 
quarter of 1940, a report which as been submitted to the 
Indian Agent, and will no doubt soon reach your 
Department. From this I learn that three out of the 
twenty Indian pupils attending the school during last 
year, were the children of Treaty Indians, namely:

Indian members of the Anglican church who object to the 
holding of council meetings as they claim that it was 
erected for a schoolhouse and church, and not a building 
to hold public meetings where the Indians sit and smoke 
and mas the floor and furniture, and do not assist in 
scrubbing or cleaning after their council meetings. 


I might also ny that I could ses that some of 
the Anglican members felt that the Roman Catholic members 
were trying to impose upon them by trying to force them 
to open the building they have in use for a church for 
to be used in future for to hold council meetings, etc. 


It does not appear to me that there should be 
any objection to their using the buildxfor council 
meetingsif the Indians who attend conduct themselves 
peopel and not disturb the furniture.
